Extracts From Letter. 

Meeker's petition gave the objec- 
tionable portion of the letter as fol- 
lows: 

“Mr. Meeker is a Congregational 
minister in good standing, which of 
course means only that so long as 
the church which he serves is satis- 
fied with him, no association has any 
jurisdiction over him whatever. 

“It is retty generally understood 
among people in St. Louis that his 
church is generously supported by a 
prominent brewer. Personally, Mr. 
Meeker is discredited by the church peo- 
ple of St. Louis because of his open 
stand for the brewers. 

‘The ministers of all our evangelical 
churches, so far as I know, are united 
in condemning such a position as his 
as utterly inconsistent with the ministry 
of the gospel of Christ. 

“So far as personal! character {is con- 
cerned, I know nothing against him. He 
is high! rezarded by professional! poli- 
ticians, and, ignored by the Christian 
forces of the city. That should _ be 
enough to tell the story.” 

C. Porter Johnson is Pastor Meeker’s 
lawyer. Pastor Anderson recently re- 
signed the King’s highway charge and 
his successor has been chosen.

The Rev. Jacob E. Meeker, pastor of 
the Compion Hill 
Church, filed suit Monday against the 
Kev. Merie H. Anderson, retiring pas- 
tor of the King’s Highway Presbyte- 
r:an Church, for $25,000, charging slan- 
dei. 

A letter alleged to have been written 


by Pastor Anderson to some person in 
Portsmouth, O., whose name is not 
stated, is the basis of the suit. 

In the letter, as quoted by Meeker in 
hiS petition, it is stated that Meeker is 
“discredited by the church people of St. 
Louis,’ and that he is “highly regarded 
by professional politicians, and ignored 
by the Christian forces of the city.’’ 


Extracts From Letter. 

Meeker's petition gave the objec- 
tionable portion of the letter as fol- 
lows: 

“Mr. Meeker is a Congregational 
minister in good standing, which of 
course means only that so long as 
the church which he serves is satis- 
fied with him, no association has any 
jurisdiction over him whatever. 

“It is _ retty generally understood 
among people in St. Louis that his 
church is generously supported by a 
prominent brewer. Personally, Mr. 
Meeker is discredited by the church peo- 
ple of St. Louis because of his open 
stand for the brewers. 

‘The ministers of all our evangelical 
churches, so far as I know, are united 
in condemning such a position as his 
as utterly inconsistent with the ministry 
of the gospel of Christ. 

“So far as personal character is con- 
erjed, I know nothing against him. He 
is hight rezarded by professional poli- 
ticians, aud ignored by the Christian 
forces of the city. That should _ be 
enough to tell the story.” 

C. Porter Johnson is Pastor Meeker's 
lawyer. Pastor Anderson recently re- 
signed the King’s hizhway charge and 
his successor has been chosen.

“Mr. Meeker is a Congregational 
minister in good standing, which of 
course means only that so long as 
the chureh which he serves is satis- 
fied with him, no association has any 
jurisdiction over him whatever. 

“It is _ retty generally understood 
among people in St. Louis that his 
church is generously supported by a 
prominent brewer. Personally, Mr. 
Meeker is discredited by the church peo- 
ple of St. Louis because of his open 
stand for the brewers. 

“The ministers of all our evangelical 
churches, so far as I know, are united 
in condemning such a position as his 
as utterly inconsistent with the ministry 
of the gospel of Christ. 

“So far as persona! character is con- 
erned, I know nothing against him. He 
is hight rezarded by professiona! poli- 
ticians, and ignored by the Christian 
forces of the city. That should _ be 
enough to tell the story.’

Says It Is Purpose of Firm to 
Keep Stock in Hands of Per- 
sons in the Business. 


OBJECTIONS OVERRULED 


Attorney H. S. Priest Fails in 
Effort to Have Taking of 
Deposition Abandoned. 


Alanson D. Brown, president of the 
Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co., was ques- 
tioned as a witness Monday at the 
deposition hearing before Commissioner 
Matt G. Reynolds to determine whether 
a receiver shall be appointed for the 
company at the petition of two minor 
‘ity stockholders. 

H. 8 Priest, attorney for the com- 
pany, vigorously objected to the taking 
of the depositions. In asking that the 
hearing be abandoned he outlined 
roints which the Hamilton-Brown Shoe 
Coe. is*expected to make in its defense. 

Priest argued that the bill did not 
show a cause of action and that the 
suit in effect was an attempt by a few 
minority. stockholders to force the di- 
rectors of the company to declare a 
dividend: * ** 

Argument of Defense. 

Declaring a aiviaena, ne said, could 
be done only by the majority directors 
if the earnings justified it. In order 
t¢ prove grounds for a receiverstip it 
woijd Rave to be proved that fraud 
* as.practiced and that dividends earned 
were wrongfully withheld. It would be 
necessary, he said, to prove conspir- 
acy. The corporation, he said, could not 
be held responsible for the market qtot- 
stions on its stock and the fact that 
certain minority stockholders had seen 
their stock depreciate would be no 
ground for receivership proceedings. 

Brewn on the Stand, 

Commissioner Reynolds overruled all 
of these objections and Brown took the

Forest Kneedler Declares That

Kneedler’s name was given to Deputy 
Coroner Fath at the inquest into Far- 
rar’s death Monday by Frank Kurrus, 
an East St. Louis liveryman, Combs’ 
employer. Kurrus, a8 soon as he learned 
of the accident, notified the St. Louis 
police that he would surrender Combs 
to them, and he did so Monday morning. 


Asked for Secrecy. 
Kurrus pleaded with Fath to spare 


publicity to his customer, but was told 
that, from the testimony thus far taken, 
the man in the auto seemed more’ to 
blame. than the chaeuffeur for the lat- 
ter’s flight after the accident. Flight 
under such circumstances is made a fel- 
ony by a recent Missouri statute. 

The liveryman then told Fath Kneed- 
ler’s name, and promised to try to get 
him to appear at the Coroner’s office 
Tuesday morning.

“It would be unfair,”’ said Prof. Zue- 
blin, “‘to say that most marriages are 
deliberately commercial; but most mar- 
riages will necessarily result in the de- 
pendence‘ of woman until the equality 
of the sexes fs recognized. As Havelock 
I‘llis puts it, there is no hope for wom- 
an as long as she is looked upon ‘as a 
cross between an angel and an idiot.’ 
The age of chivalry has passed; woman 
is more respected and less worshipped, 
but she cannot lead her own life until 
she has an equal chance with man. 

Fear of More Freedom. 

“Even the main functién of woman, 
maternity, and the chief end of mar- 
riage, Which makes the female conserva- 
tive, while the male is aggressive, can- 
not result happily for offspring or par- 
ents, until woman is granted the same 
control of her life as man enjoys. 

“There is fear, however, that the 
granting of greater freedom to women 
and the greater latitude of social rela- 
tions which would follow. will lead to 
laxity in marital relations. It is point- 
ed out that divorce is already on the 
increase, that the subject of marriage 
is commonly treated flippantly on the 
stage and in the press, and that the re- 
straint of the church is not as strong as 
it formerly was. 

Grounds for Divorce. 

“While the population of the United 
States increased 60 per cent in 20 years, 
divorces increased 157 per cent. The 
church may or may not be right in in- 
sisting that there is only one ground 
fur divorce—infidelity.- Public opinion 
seems to accept the idea that brutal- 
ity, nonsupport, desertion and other 
causes ure adequate. 

“The question very naturally’ arises, 
‘a there not some means of anticipat- 
ing the mesalliances, which are so com- 
mon? Might not divorces be reduced, 
48 well as the marital woes of’ those 
who endure misfit marriages~ fom the 
sake of. children, or pride, or con- 
science? 

~stimates on Marriage. 

“If people would recognize how few 
juvenile romances have any such seri- 
vus foundation as that friendship and 
fellowship which grow up between a 
‘nan and a woman, of: congenial disposi- 
ticns, Who are not necessarily unhap- 
pily married, although they may never 
nave been carried away by a blind pas- 
sion, théy would set a different esti- 
mate on love and marriage. 

“Out of the multitude of personalities 
in the world there is no guarantee that 
every marriage is a union of affin- 
ities: but if it is entered open-eyed, if 
the engagement is regarded as a test 
of character and friendship, if the re- 
sponsibilities of parenthood are rever- 
ently faced ywith the knowledge that the 
birth of children makes a responsibility 
vastly greater than that of the mere 
alliance of two souls, and that the 
State regards the care of offspring as 
the chief responsibility of married life, 
then, surely, there will be more delib- 
eration and, presumably, fewer catas- 
trophes and scandals.” 

He closed by urging that 
should have ‘‘control of their incomes, 
their bodies and their destinies.”” He 
declared that, in spite of the advances 
which have been made, millions of 
women are “the recipients of charity, 
which may be disguised by the love of 
a devoted husband, but which still 
stunts them by subservience.”

INSURGENT CLAN GATHERS 


Progressives See a Frogt in Taft’s 
\ Long Trip—Wisconsin Man 
to Follow Him Up.

CHICAGO, Oct. 16.—James R. Gar- 
field, former Secrefary of the Intericr, 
is not just now for Robert M. La Fol- 
lette for President. At the home of 
Alfred M. Baker, in Lake Forest, Gar- 
field today told the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent: 

“I am here as a Republican to dis- 
cuss the situation with other Repub- 
licans, but while I have great admir- 
ation for Senator La Follette, I ve- 
lieve the present time is not au- 
Spicious for the indorsement of any 
candidate.” 

There is a difference of opinion on 
this point. Some hundreds of other 
insurgent leaders who are throbbing 
with insurgency will be present zt 
the conference today and will force 
through an indorsement of La Fol- 
lette for President. . ‘ 
Senator Clapp of Minnesota § will 
bring two carloads of La Folletie 
shouters. Senator Bourne of Oregon 
will be among those present, alxo 
Amos Pinchot. His brother, Gifford, 
may not be able to get there. Fifcy 
La Follette men from Madison, Wiz., 
are at the La Salle, bent on getting 
the insurgent indorsement, 

Gov. Aldrich of Nebraska and Sen- 
ator. Crawford of South Dakota ur- 
rived last night. 

Indorsement of 25 States. 
Walter L. Houser, secretary of tre 
National Progressive League, says La 
Follette will have indorsements from 
25 States. Walter C, Jones, pro- 
gressive Republican candidate for 
Governor of Illinois,’ is not in favor 
of any indorsement at this time, He 
is anti-Roosevelt. 

“The conference,” said Houser, “will 
be a conference to discuss the ways and 
means for the progressive Republicans 
to gain control of the convention organ- 
ization and nominate La Follette for 
President. The progressives throughout 
the nation favor Senator La Follette. 
La Follette sentiment is just as strong 
in Illinois as in any other of the so- 
called insurgent states—with the excep- 
tion,, of course, of Wisconsin, his own 
State. 

“This meeting is a meeting ‘ef the 
progressive Republican Campaign Com- 
mittee and as such can indorse a candi- 
date. The Progressive Republican 
League could not do that, but this is not 


‘a meeting of the league.” 


McCormick Says Taft Is Done. 
Medill McCormick said there was no 
prospect of a renomination of Taft. 
“Taft will not be renominated,” he 
said. “and I make this statement after 
covering a great deal of the country 
personally and acquainting myself with 
the sentiment in a large number of 
cities. 

‘‘T am convinced that Taft has not the 
slightest chance to get the nomination. 
There is no further doubt as to who will 
get it—Senator La Follette.”’ 

Garfield, who has been in conference 
with Col. Roosevelt, is said to be the 
bearer of a message to the progres- 
sives. This calls for an indorsement of 
the 1908 Republican tariff plank and no 
indorsement of a candidate. The insur- 
gents are opposed to the 198 tariff 
plank, and demand that Rapsevelt comé 
out in the open now and define his atti- 
tude to the country. 

It is intimated that the results of to- 
day's conference, at which Senator Clapp 
will preside, may develop into a bolt: 
The progressives see a frost in the long 
trip of the President. 

“La Follette will soon cover the same 
ground,’’ said Houser, “and, the differ- 
ence will be noticeable.”

John V. Farwell of Chicago in his address before 
the Illinois State Bankers’ Association, suggested 
that a national reserve agency be fermed to pro- 
vide for panicky periods. He did not explain fn 
detail his scheme, but suggested that it involved 
a System of credit that would adapt itself to new 
conditions and endble the banks to stave off a 
panic. I would like to ask why banks should not 
make use of the insurance principle, by regularly 
insuring their deposits in some of the biggest and 
strongest insurance companies, Everything ts in- 
Sured these gays. Why not bank deposits? The 
scheme might be worked thus: The bank would 
pay a premium on each $100 of deposits. If a 
run occurred, the contract in its policy would en- 
title it to draw on the insurance company to meet 
the run. This would insure it cash sufficient to 
meet all demands. Instead of closing, it- would be 
as ready for business next day as if there had 
been no run, ,As the scare subsided depositors 
would naturally return, and the bank could grad- 
ually wipe out its indebtedness to the insurance 
company with the money thus brought in again.

Since June and Theory Is 
He Ended His Life. 








HE BECAME DESPONDENT 





Wrote Ver:es to Suffrage Leader 
and in Gourt Promised to 
Stop Annoying. Her. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DULUTH, .Minn., Oct. 16.—The acci- 
denta] discovery of his emaciated body 
in the weods just east of. this .city 
solyed the mystery of the disappear- 
ance of Dr. John Jackola, who had been 
missing since June 21. For weeks or- 
ganized searching parties hunted for 
the man, without result. Diaries in 
his coat established his identity, the 
features being unrecognizable. The 
body is now in charge of the authori- 
ties. 
The popular theory is that the man in 
a. fit of melancholia committed suicide. 
He had always been eccentric and since 
his return from the East last spring, 
where he had been haled to court for 
writing love letters to Mrs. O. H. P. 
Belmont, he had appeared moody. 

Dr. Jackola was about %, years of 
age. When he came to this country 
from his native Finland he worked as 
a laborer, later studying medicine, He 
studied both here and abroad, and was 
one of the leading physicians of this 
city. He had no relatives in this coun- 
try. He had established a _ lucrative 
practice here, and was said to have 
been wealthy. 

His Affairs Neglected, 

An investigation of Dr. Jackola’s af- 
fairs was made recently on account of 
his prolonged absence and everything 
was found to bé all right, but all had 
been neglected. Life insurance policies 
for large amounts, the premiums for 
which came due in July, were permit- 
ted to lapse. He had written volumes 
in Einnish and was interésted in the 
progress of the ;eople of his native 
land, 

Dr. Jackola paid a visit to h’s native 
Finland, where women vote, held civic 
offices and help to make the laws. ;-¢ 
was much impressed by the workings 
of equal suffrage there. and returning 
to New York early this year lectured in 
favor of woman suffrage. This led to 
his introducetion to Mrs. O. H. P. Bel- 
mont, a leader among the suffragettes. 


Mrs. Belmont tn Court. 
Mrs. Belmont's secretary, James Mc- 


Mahon, had a summons issued for Dr. 
Jackola, charging him with disorderly 
conduct. It appeared that the doctor 
had been forcing his attentions on Mrs. 
Belmont, under whose auspices he had 
delivered one or two lectures. Of the 
summons Dr. Jackola said: 

“Do I look like a man who would re- 
main where I was not wanted? I have 
done nothing of which I am ashamed.” 
“Did you write to Mrs. Belmont? Did 
she object to your letters?’ he was 
asked. 

“I shall not,speak on ‘that subject,” 
he answered. “It is not proper for a 
man to mention his letters toa lady.” 
Obeying the summons, Dr. Jackola 
went to the West Side Police Court 
April 26 last. Mrs. Belmont appeared in 
court with her lawyer, Herbert Reeves, 
and McMahon, but took no part in the 
proceedings save smilingly to point out 
Dr. Jackola to Reeves. 


Promised, to Quit. 
Reeves told the magistrate that the

of his discretion and judgment. He said 
Dr. Jackola had frequently posted him-

Worked in Lumber Cam

for Duluth, where he lived at the Kitchi 
Gammi Club. He resumed his practice 
of medicine, and although he acted 
queerly at times, no fears for his safe- 
ty were entertained and no effort was 


He became despon- 
dent, melancholy. His.friends chose to 


of overwork and study; he had been 
brilliant in his profession. 

Early on the morning of June 10 last 
he disappeared from the club. On July 
27 some boys camping at Lakeside, near 
Duluth, reported that they had seen a 
wild man, almost naked, wandering in 
the woods. One boy, who knew Dr. | 
Jackola, declared the wild man was he. 
Dr. Jackola led a clean, moral, regular 
life. He did not use tobacco, liquor or 
drugs. He came to this country when 
he was 14 and drifted to the State of 
Washington, where he worked a while in
